Per Capita Cost in County 
$25.86—Three Years Ago 
Cost Was $12.11 


San Bernardino county spent 
$12.11 for each man, woman and 
child in the county in 1935-36, but 
in 1938-39 it spent $25.86 for the 
same purposes, an increase of 114 
per cent in the three-year period, 
declared California Taxpayers’ as- 
sociation, studying the per capita 

cost of county government in Cali- 
fornia. 
| Over the state as a whole, per 
capita expenditures for general 
county government in California 
have shown a similar upward 
trend, the association stated. 
Average per capita payments for 
every function of county govern- 
ment, with the single exception of 
; debt service, were higher in 1938- 
39. than they were in 1935-36, the 
| greatest increase being in county 
expenditures for charities and cor- 
rections, which doubled during the 
period.
